Tho McGIll senior hockey loam en- 
trains for Toronto tomorrow morning 
to make a lost bid for tho jntercol- 
levrlato title wltli a three goal deficit. 
Pitted against a team that played 
hottor hockey at practically every 
stage of tho game and a team that 
wan always outskailng them, the 
-McGIll Kcxtet could d-o no belter than 
net two goals against the five secured 
l>y tho smart bluo swealcrcd six from 
Queen City. 
Throughout the sixty minutes or 
play thcro was never any doubt that 
the visitors were the better of the 
two contending teams. Quick to 
check and fast to ewer their men 
tlicy let little get by them, while the 
McGIll defence on more than one oc- 
casion showed Itself lamentably weak 
in covering, especially with Toronto 
players In threatening positions 

St. Germain found little opportunity 
to get away as he has been accustom • 
ecl to in previous contests! Closely 
watched at all times, ho was kept 
from scoring but «once, when he rc- 
glHlercii one of those fast ."hots from 
a queer angle There were times when 
McGIll captain woul.f carry the puck 
part of the way down tho Ice only to 
find himself unassisted and a lot of 
fast and cieve r skating gone to naught 
for lack of help. 

With tho exception of the last eight 
minutes of play McGIll w.-u* unable to 
break through while Connlo Smnlie's 
team worked tholr way down the ice 
lu swarm tho McGJll nets for the 
greater part of the game. An analysis, 
of play shows that there were fifi stiotB 
on Itar.ln as against 50 on Snyder. 
Hut tn addition to that thcro was tho 
fact that Snyder was not often forced 
to extend himself to Eavo while Bazin 
was kept consistently busy. Tricky 
shots wci;o sent hi at the McGIll goal- 
tender and with possibly one except- 
ion tricky shots were tho ones that got 
by. 

The McGIll team that lost last night 
was m>t the samo one that twice beat 
the University of Montreal nnd play- 
ed excellent hockey to take the count 
of tho tricolor at Kingston. "What was 
particularly lacking was cohesion, 
though to the spectators tho most 
outstanding fault was the defence's 
inability to keep Toronto outside their 
blue line. 

Coach Smyth started his substitutes 
but ho quickly changed them for tho 
regulars and after that worked a scr- 
ies of (hreo man substitutions lo keep 
the team fresh, It was a move when 
proved very effective enabling Toron- 
to to keep on the offensive steadily. 

It -was McGIll that scored first when 
Hell plunked the rubber neatly past 
Snyder within two minutes of play, 
and though Shaughncssy's team was 
up ono point when tho hell rang al 
tho end <of the first stanza, Toronto 
clearly had tho edge or tho play. For 
tho first few minutes only, was McGIll 
able to break up the Toronto rushes, 
after that the puck was mostly in Mc. 
Gill's section of the Ice. McGIll was 
forced to play far back and Basin was 
boing called -out of the nets often to 
handlo some ticklish slzzlcrs. 

Hell had another chance to score 
later lui the period and ho did his best 
with tho opportunity offered him but 
Murray Snyder was not to be caught 
off his guard. The period ended with 
tho Toronto forwards getting down 
fast and the McGIll defencemen leav- 
ing tholr men un watched. 

Tho second period was the most 
disastrous one ror McGIll when Tor- 
onto tied tho score in 'less than two 
minutes and added two more points to 
assumo a comfortable lead before they 
went Bn to rest for the final frame.

ARTS '29 DEBATE 



To Meet Winners of Mon- 
day's Debate for Sophomore 
Trophy 

The first semi-final debate for tho 
Arts Cup was held in tho smoking 
room of the Arts Building yesterday 
afternoon and resulted In a win for 
Donald and Dobrofsky, who upheld 
the negative of tho resolution "That 
tho lecture method of Instruction 'is 
being overdone In the Universities of 
Canada at present." As a result of 
this debate, the -winners will enter the 
final with the winners of the other 
scml-flnal to be held Monday after- 
noon. In the debate . yesterday, Mc- 
Lcllan and Mac.Millall opposed the 
winners In such a way as to cam the 
commendation of the Judges, who gave 
their decision by a narrow margin. 

The first speaker was Ma.cL.cllan, 
who attacked the lecture system as 
Involving compulsion, and also on the 
ground that students have loo much 
thought out for them. "The professor 
does not have to interest us", he main- 
tained, "as wo havo to go to his lec- 
ture whether we are Interested or not, 
whcrcai If we were free we could 
study what we please. We -would be 
able to keep up our reading much bet- 
ter, and as a result would have to do 
less cramming at the end of the year." 

lie then turned to an analysis of 
the attendance regulations, as belns 
unfair to a student who has some ab- 
ility. "If a student misses i0 per cent, 
of his lectures through Illness", he 
said, "he Is allowed to take his ex- 
amination, but if he misses 13 per 
cent, through devoting his time to 
reading, he is not allowed to take his 
examination." The speaker maintained 
that this establishes an altogether 
false standard to go by. as mere at- 
tendance at lecture signifies nothing 
as to a student's ability, lie cited the 
example of English universities, where 
a student has lo think things out for 
himself, and can devote his time to 
that which be feels be needs most. 
Again, MacLcnnan pointed out that 
frequently a student has to listen to 
something which he already knows 
and thus wastes his time, while he 
Is really capable of looking alter him- 
self. 'The university student Is not a 
child, but a man" he concluded. 

Donald ihen rose to speak for the 
negative, lb; pointed out that the pre- 
vious speak hud dwelt too much on 
tho Importance of the lectures. "The 
professors", be explained, "only point 
out to us the way we are to go". Ho 
went on to explain how from ancient 
times right up through the ages the 
principle of education has been a mas- 
ter nnd a pupil, and tvc should not 
lightly condemn a system which has 
proved so successful.

Subject "Setting Op And Testing The 
Machinery For Peace" 

LANTERN SLIDES 



Seven General Assemblies 
Held Since the Formation 
of the League 



(By M. E. Hoehmitz) 

"The Sotting Up and Testing of the 
Machinery for Peace" was the title 
of Ihe Eccond lecture given by Sir 
Herbert Ames, yesterday morning in 
Moyse Hall. Sir Herbert, who recently 
resigned the financial secretaryship of 
the League of Nations, is now lectur- 
ing throughout the country to acquaint 
people with the work of the League. 
He is at present, giving a scries of 
four lectures at McGUl on "The League 
of Nations", the third of which will 
be given ths morning at 11 In. Moyse 
hall, entitled. ''The Contributions of 
the League toward the Financial Re- 
covery of Europe''. 

Sir Herbert Illustrated his lecture 
with the aid of ;l number of slides, 
showing the numerous Council and 
committee meetings of the League: 
several maps and views of certain dis- 
tricts were also shown, where disputes 
had arisen between rival nations, 
which might have led to war but for 
the timely Intervention of the League. 

Following is a brief of Sir Herbert's 
lecture: 

Hostilities ceased on Nov. 5, 101S. 
The Armistice, a military agreement, 
terminated on the day when Germany 
signed the Peace, June US, 1019. It 
wa s not, however, until January 10th, 
13:0 that the Treaty came Into force. 
This then Is the official birthday of 
the League of Nations. 

But the Allied powers, who were to 
become the charter members of the 
new society did not wait until ratifi- 
cation wan an accomplished fai t be- 
fore commencing to put together tho 
machinery which the Trestles author- 
ized. On the 23th of October, 1913. the 
first International Labor Conference 
established under the Fence Treaty 
opened at Washington. This Confer- 
ence did much valuable work. It ad- 
opted six Draft Conventions of which 
the most Important were, on the four- 
ty-cight hour week; on work of wo- 
men before and after child-birth; on

('•. SJo'ander. of Niplgon. Ontario, the 
nephew of Mrs. Auguste Estelle, of 
Montreal. 

Another specimen or Chippewa bead- 
work was donated to the museum by 
Mr. and Mrs. Auguste Estelle. This ex- 
ample took the form of a short nar- 
row band of the woven bead-work dis- 
tinctly artistic In coloring. 

An unusual gift accepted at t'.i<* 
meeting yesterday was the P.oyal al- 
bum, containing the portraits of the 
Royal Family of England photograph- 
ed from the life by .1. E. Mayball. ot 
London. The photographs Include pic- 
tures of Queen Victoria, the Prince 
Consort, nnd the Itoyal family, one of, 
the most charming being a boyhood 
photograph of Prince Arthur and 
Prince Leopold, taken tqgethcr.

Fraternity. Doctor Walter Bradford 
Cannon, Hlgginson Professor of Phy- 
siology at the Harvard Medical School, 
I yesterday lectured on bis "Ilecent 
I Studies on Glands of Internal Secre- 
tion" in an c-dudlte address beforo the 
McGIll Biological Society. 

Professor Cannon prefaced his scien- 
tific remarks with a message of greet- 
ing to the McGIll Brothers from tilt 
A.O A. at Harvard. He stated that 
ill.- Fraternity was especially Inter- 
ested In two types of scholars: the eru- 
dite and Inqulrllivc, on the one hand; 
anil In those whose learning leads to 
production and scientific progress. Ho 
emphasized the hitter's worth and 
showed how the productive scholarship 
of some McGIll men helped him and 
medical science in '.lie very subject 
of bis lecture. 

The general Idea that Doctor Can- 
non established, wasi thai many body 
functions and processes are produced 
and tempered through the agency of 
two large, systems of nerves, the sym- 
pathetic and the para -sympathetic: 
and that these two sels of nerves are 
ordinarily in ,i state of balance, the' 
actions and Impulses of the one being 
controlled and modified by those of the 
other. The «m lions, fear, anger, etc, 
serve to call Into play, not only the 
impulses of He- sympathetic system.

The speaker rev.'ewed the theory of 
the Bohr atom which Is that an atom 
ts a miniature solar system Wherein 
electrons correspond to tiie planets. 
These elections, according to the 
theory, can only move in definite 
orbits and when an electron jumpj 
from one orbit to another light Is 
g'ven out, the frequency of which is 
given by certain conditions known as 
Quantum conditions. The signif ennce 
of the different quantum numbers was 
described and the part they play in 
explaining such things as the Babner 
sedies. the F no. structure of the Hyd- 
rogen lines nnd Stark effect patterns. 
The stark effect Is the splitting up ot 
tho lines of a spectdum by means of | 
au electric, field. It was discovered b? 
J. Stark accidentally In 1913 and has 
been explu'ned theoretically for the 
s'mplest clement hydrogen.

cesses, on the blood sugar changes and 
also on the regulation of body tem- 
perature, th.u Professor Cannon gave 
i logical, totalled and illustrated ac- 
count, with regard to the digestive 
functions, it ha.i long been known 
that their cessation is often due to 
worry: and also that the cessation as 
often continues long after the worry 
lias been remov ed. Dr. Cannon thought 
It would be a gooil thing to Investigate 
the relationship between the adrenal 
gland and these functions. A lantern 
slide showed a diagram of the sym- 
pathetlc system, of the stellate gang- 
Hon, and of the connections between 
the system and the adrenal gland. It 
was shown that though the sympa- 
thetic nerve supply to tho stomach 
and intestines was cut off, the diges- 
tive functions were still interfered 
with owing to the action of the In- 
ternal secretion of the adrenal medul- 
la. ', 

Docs the adrenal gland secrete more 
of Its adrenaline or not when an ani- 
mal Is In an excitable state? This 
was investigated by Professor Cannon 
an'd Doctor Brltton and was answered 
in the affirmative. The amount of 
adrenaline secreted, and therefore tho 
Index to tho activity of the adrenals, 
was judged from the effects on the/, 
heart rate. As is well known, the sym- 
pathetic Impulses accelerates heart ac- 
tion; and a like effect results from 
adrenaline over-secretion. It was 
shown that muscular exertion and ex- 
citement cause increased heart action 
hi nn intact animal. When the animal 
(a cat in this experiment) was quiet 
and at rest In the observer's lap. Its 
heart rate was I IS beats per minute; 
in walking Us heart rate was increased 
10. beats per minute: with moderate 
excitement, it's heart action Increased 
17 beats, and with a great deal of ex- 
citement, the heart beat was Increas- 
ed 29 per minute But when the sym- 
pathetic nerve supply was cut off and 
the adrenal blands were Inactivated, 
the heart rate varied only slightly 
from the normal, and only showed an 
increase of five beats per minute under 
the greatest excitement. The export- ', 
ment shows that there is no discharge 
of adrenaline from the adrenals wh'ori 
these are inactivated; and that In an 
Intact animal there Is during mus- 
cular exertion and excitement a secre- 
tion of the product of the adronal me- 
dulla. 

Regarding blood susar concentra- ' 
lions, Professor Cannon worked lu con- 
junction with Dr. Bliss (McGill), and . 
the results proved that adrenaline sec- 
retion causes a mobilization of glu- 
cose In the live. The effects are not 
unlike those of Insulin administration ;

tho sugar leaves the blood (there Is 
hypoglycaemla), the pupils dilate, 
there Is sweating and tho heart beats 
rapidly. Graphs showed that the 
heart rate increases almost proportion- 
ately as the blood sugar falls; and the 
Increased heart rate shows the action 
oC Increased secrotlon of the medulla 
of adrenal glands. 

A most Important piece of research 
work was done in connection with the 
offect of adrenaline secretion on tlie 
temperature regulating mechanism. 
Doctor Cannon called attention to tho 
, well-known fact of the ruffline of hair 
nnd of feathers In animals exposed to 
'cold; this Is due to the action of the 
. sympathetic system on the body's 
smooth musculature. The udrenals 
have been shown to be involved by 
many observers; Dr. Hobb has shown 
that when the adrenals arc removed, 
the Basal Metabolism drops 12 per 
cent in amount; and Dr. Kccvcr has 
proven that stimulation of the splan- 
chnic nerve (which stimulates adrenal 
secretion) results in a iO per cent in- 
crease in the basal metabolic rate. And 
the adrerwils therefore control the rate 
of combustion of the body fuels. AVlth 
Dr. Brltton, Professor Cannon took up 
the question more thoroughly. The 
heart of a laboratory animal was dis- 
connected from the central nervous 
system; the animal was kept quiet on 
cushions, and exposed to cold air; nnd 
the heart rate was successively re- 
corded for a half and hour or so. The 
adrenals were not interefcred with. 
Tho heart bent was US per minute at 
the Htart; after 4. 13 and 10 minutes of 
exposure to cold air, the heart beats 
were successively HIS, H2 and H6 per 
minute and there was progressive in- 
crease In shivering; and when the win- 
dows were closed and the cold air re- 
moved, the heart beat again became 
normal and the shivering disappeared. 
Similar results were obtained when a 
"Heat Bed" was established and tnu 
animals made to drink Ice-cold water. 
But when the adrenals were inactivat- 
ed, the heart rate only Incrcaned to

regulatory mechanism; the first is the 
Increased heart action, and therefore 
an evidence of the response of the ad- 
renal glands In this emergency; and 
the second response Is from the skele- 
tal musculature In uu effort to produce 
energy by musrular contractions, evi- 
denced by the shivering produced. 
Doctor Cannon has shown that the 
sympQlhotlc-adrcnal response Is the 
first in point of order in a laboratory 
animal there Is a basal "heat bed" of 
SUU small calorics per kilogram of body 
wolgllt, which is paid out by the ad- 
renal glands alone. When the animal 
is exposed to cold balanced by such 
a "heat bed", then no shivering re- 
sults. But when the adrenals are re- 
moved or become Inactivated, the ani- 
mals heat regulatory mechanism has 
lu fall back on its secondary means of 
defense, and the animal resorts to 
shivering. 

Some thirty years ago Folt and 

— *i ...... - 

Jludncr stated that the body has a 
chemical source and mechanism of 
heat regulation; and the above experi- 
ments appear to point to the possibility 
of this being a true statement. 

Professor Cannon referred to the 
French physiologist, Claude Bernard, 
Wfco pointed out that the responses of 
the organism appear to be directed to- 
ward the keeping of steady states. 
Thus there Is a Calcium level, a level 
of blood neutrality, a water content 
level, a sugar level and the food 
stores. There is also a heal regula- 
tory level and mechanism. And all the 
levels and mechanisms appear to be 
related to the relationship that the 
para-syinpathctle and sympathetic-ad- 
renal eyslems be to each other. 

In concluding. Doctor Cannon point- 
.out that the changes in emotional 
stales. Incident to display of fear or 
mger, are undoubtedly expressions of 
Lho sympathetic-adrenal system. The 
emotional stales ore associated with 
struggles of some kind: the emotion of 
range with the Idea of attack, and 
that of fear with the attempt or strug- 
gle to run away. And all the results 
of sympathetic action, the constructed 
arterioles, the mobilization of sugar 
in the liver, the Increased heart action 
and the many others, are all aspects 
that relate to a general mobilization of 
all the, forces of the body preparatory 
to a coming or impending struggle. 

The Chairman, Prof. Toll tendered 
the unanimous vote of thanks to Pro- 
fessor Cannon for an elaborate and 
- most interesting lecture. »

a certain amount of concise and sift- 
ed knowledge. Turning to the super- 
iority of the spoken over the written 
word, he showed how much more valu- 
able it is to listen to a lecture, with 
all the force nnd persona Illy of the 
«peaker behind it, than merely to read 
a book. "Tho passion of the voice, nnd 
the personality of the lecturer strike 
home", -he' s(ated.-

that the professor In this case tends 
to become a wnlklng encyclopedia, an- 
swering the student's questions, and 
helping him out of too many difficul- 
ties. Then, too, he stated, in Canada 
where there arc so many students in 
the Universities, the tutorial system 
would not be practical where so many 
are seeking education at a reasonable 
rate, lie closed by stating that In this 
country lectures have become so firm- 
ly-established as to be indispensable 
to the University. 

Tho chairman then called upon Mnc- 
Millan, second speaker for the affir- 
mative. The present lecture system 
falls down, declared this speaker, in 
that it undcr-cstlmates the solf-con.- 
trol and Initiative of the student. Tho 
Initiative of the individual Is wasted. 

There is a strong tendency toward 
too much uniformity In the finished 
product of the modern college. The 
coercion of compulsory attendance at 
lectures Is futile in Its efforts. The 
system Is a handicap to the ambitious 
student. 

Arts student?, perhaps more than 
students following, a. professional 
course, aro learning to live, and should 
bo given a free - hand. More credit 
should be given to the great school 
of experience That school though hard 
Is the best In forming Individual char- 
acter and originality. The present sys- 
tem condones lack of originality. 

To get the student to give a certain 
reaction to a specified stimulus seems 
to be all that this system attempts. 
Do we get more from our lectures than 
we do from burning the midnight oil 
In the search of a self- Imposed goal'.' 
if we do Ihen our system of lectures 
Is wrong and should bo corrected. 

Lou Dobrofsky then spoke for the 
negative. Our lecture system docs not 
destroy Initiative he declared. Disci- 
pline Is necessary in college life. It 
Is as necessary there as on the field 
of battle. This lecture system is not 
being over-done. 

in the -study of History and the lan- 
guages tho lecture method Is the only 
way to teach these subjects. In the 
study of Science the lectures arc sup- 
plemented by ample laboratory work. 
The lectures arc Indispcnslblc In teach- 
ing the ground work to large numbers. 
In Philosophy, Literature, and kindred 
subjects lectures are not so important. 
But here they are supplemented by 
group discussion. Surely the lecture 
system is not over-done in our uni- 
versities. The lecture has ceased to be 
a situation In which there is a pencil 
at one end and an authoritative voice 
at the other. 

The Good Book says that a man 
has eight hours In whiob to sleep, eight 
In which to. play, and eight in which 
to work. The-nveragj college day con- 
tains three hours for lertures. There 
ate then five hours left for individual 
work. There mu*t be something seri- 
ously wrong with the student If he 
can not find tlmo in which to culti- 
vate his originality. The wrong lies 
with him and not with the present lec- 
ture systom. 

MacLennan was then given three 
minutes for his rebuttal. He explained 
that though the classical school had 
used tho lecture system, It has done 
se because there were then no books 
to which the early students could re- 
fer. Lectures nad been a necessary evil. 
History could be learned without the 
present laborious method of lecturing 
and note-taking. Laboratory work is 
underestimated In the present, system, 
the speaker staled, and backed up his 
statement with a personal experience 
within the University. 

The Judges. Mcssers. Noad and La- 
tham. Ihen gave the decision, which 
was in Uic favor of the negative, it 
was somewhat vague and perhaps gave 
the negative an unfair advantage: This 
did not detract, however, from the neg- 
ative speeches which were vesy good 
In substance, presentation, and team- 
work.

dealt with. Dr. Foster has been 
working on the theory for helium and 
has used a new method of calciilat'on 
known as Matrix Mechanics. This 
method of calculating gives no physi- 
cal picture of the structure of an 
atom but predicts astounding ac- 
curacy th.. extremely complicated 
facts of the Stark effect. The theory 
predicts into how many components 
a particular spectral line will be 
split, how far they^vill bo separated 
from the original line and oven the in- 
tensity w:th which thoy will uppenr. 
Slides were shown illustrating the 
stark effect for hydrogen, helium and 
neon. 

Dr. Foster spoke highly of the work 
done by Miss Chalk at McGIII on the 
relative Intenslt'es of certain Stark 
effects components in hydrogen. 

In summing up, Dr. Foster empha- 
sized the fact that though the Quan- 
tum Theory gave such a remarkably 
accurate expression of the facts, It 
gave no physical picture of the atom 
nnd he thought that .much light 
might be thrown on the subject by 
a proper linking up of these Ideas 
with those, proposed by Dr. King 
cencerning spinning electrons. 
•Dr. King and Dr. Bve congratulat- 
ed Dr, Foster on his work here at Mc- 
QUI; and' In Copenhagen and the 
meeting Adjourned.

their employment. These conventions 
have since been ratified by many 
states. 

The making of the Treaty of Peace 
with Germany — on paper at least— was 
regarded as having been the Joint ac- 
tion of thirty-two states. These states, 
mentioned In the annex to the Cove- 
nant (lecture 1), were to .become au- 
tomatically members of the new so- 
ciety as when their governments rati- 
fied the treaty. Twenty-nine out of the 
thirty-two states were duly enrolled 
as league Members, whose not ratify- 
ing being the United States of Amer- 
ica, Ecuador and the Hcdjaz. 

In the annex to the Covenant there 
Is also given a list of thirteen neutral 
states, that should be Invited to J, in. 
All these with the possible exception 
of the Argentine whose position ad- 
mits of some doubt adhered lo the 
Covenant within the specified delays, 
so that by March 10th 1020, the new 
Society had forty-two members These 
were of course all either allied or 
neutrals. None of the former enemy 
states were admitted at the early 
stage. 

On tho 10th of January, 1D20. the 
League having came juridically Into 
existence by tho deposition by fourteen 
nations of their formal ratification, the 
Council (of the League) was called 
together for the first lime. It met 
In Paris on the 10th of January. 

The first meeting was an interesting 
one. It met nmld the sumptuous sur- 
roundings of tho salle de 1'IIolloge. The 
great powers were represented by M. 
Leon Bourgeois, president of Hie 
French Senate and vetern exponent ct 
peace arbitration; by Lord Curson of 
Kcddlestone for the British Empire; 
by Senator Ferraris for Italy, and 
Count Matsul for Japan. Tho tempor- 
ary non permanent members of '.he 
first Council were M. Jlymahs of Pel- 
glum. M. do Cunba for Brazil, M. Ven- 
Izelos for Greece and Slgnor do Leon 
for Spain. The whole Council compris- 
ed of these eight members, of whom 
M. Bourgeois was chosen chairman. 
Thus was the Council Inaugurated. 

Further than to choose throe mem- 
bers of the Frontier Dclim'tation 
Commission of the Sanr area and to 
name the five members who should 
comprise the gover'ng comm'sslon of 
the Saar Basin, this first Council 
meeting in Paris transacted little 
business. But it established' Itr 
authority and method. In the past 
seven years the Council has sal 
roriy-three limes. Never but once has 
It failed to secure unanimity where 
a unanimous vote was necessary to 
reach a decision. Leon Bourgeons has 
since passed to ids reward but the 
bop.- he expressed that the Council 
would be an agency "In the world lo 
substitute, right from might" has been 
"n no small measure fulfilled. 

At Its sixth meeting at Snn Sebas- 
tn ii — in Spain— In July It was decided 
that the time had corne for the head- 
quarters to be removed lo Geneva. 
So the meeting of November 1 5th 
found the League Installed on the 
shores of Lake Geneva. 

To this gathering forty-one nations 
sent délégations. Mr. Paul Ilymans 
of Belgium was elected president nnd 
tlie proceedings begnn In tho Assemb- 
ly. The Assembly -Is the Open Parlia- 
ment of the members of tho League. 
It may deal with any matter wlth'n 
the sphere of action of lho Lcaguo 
or affecting the peace of the world. 
In It every state, be it. large or small, 
has one vole nnd all decisions, except 
on matters of procedure, require a 
unanimous vote. 

The Assembly admits new mem- 
bers by a two-thirds vote nnd elect 
the non-permanent members of the 
Council — now nine In number, ouch 
serving for a three year period. It 
proposes for ratification by the 
governments of (he member state*, 
amendments to the Covenant. It nlsn 
elects, with the Council, the Judges 
who sit on the Permanent Court of 
International Justice. 

There have been seven of these 
general assemblies hold since the 
League was formed. Knell Assembly 
has had Its special poblems. each has 
had its dlst'nctive characteristics and 
each has made its contributions to- 
ft 



ward the consolidation of peace. 
eMqandirts?r-w 

The. first Assembly admitted, by 
election six states:- Alban'a. Austria. 
Bulgaria. Costa Rica. Finland and 
Luxenbourg. Of these, two. Austria 
and Bulgaria were ex-enemy slates. 
Germany hi 1320 had intimated a de- 
sire for adnr'sslon but had been in- 
formed that she was not .-is yet re- 
garded as bc'ng In a proper frame of 
mind for membership. In 1021 the 
three Baltic States, Esthonia. Latvia, 
and Lithuania, having g'ven proof of 
stable government were admitted. 
Hungary — another of the ex-enemy 
slates came In In 1D22: Irish Free State 
and Abyssinia in 1023. Sun Dom'ngo 
jo'licd in 132L and finally Germany In 
1020, In ail numbering fifty-seven. To- 
day — all the ex-enemy states are in 
the League — with the exception of 
'Turkey and there is good ground to 
believe that her entry will not bo 
long postponed. 

It is now no longer- an association 
of victors, but a body in which while 
bygones cannot be entirely' forgotten, 
good faith as between former enemies 
is taken as an admitted fact. 

Up to the end of 1323. the character- 
of the delegations might lead one to 
believe that some of the nations at 
least did not attach great importance 
to the Assembly discussions, as shown 
by the fact that they did not send 
as dolcgates their really important 
men. Wish the Assembly of 1024. at- 
tended by, the Prime .Ministers of 
Great Britain and France this attitude 
changed. The VII Assembly — thai of 
September last— contained among Its 
members every European slate, and 
the principal diplomat representative 
of nearly every, non European state 
member of the League. 

Tho first Assembly was an inter- 
change of Idealistic hut vague iit'ter- 
ences by the delegates of the League 
of Nations. It did, however, transact 
much business, approving the prelim- 
inary organization work done by the 
Council, voting a definite budget anil 
authorizing much constructive work. 

The remainder of Sir Herbert's lcc- 
ture dealt with each Assembly consec- 
utively and the work which each had 
accomplished.
